MOSCOW, Feb. 21 (AP).—When

According to the Roberts report, 
from 150 to 900 fighting, bombing and torpedo planes delivered the Japanese raid 
on Pearl Harbor. Rarely in history has a force so tiny achieved consequences of 
equal magnitude. In the dawn f Dec, 7 the United Nations’: program for the 
Pacific, intrusted chiefly to the American fleet, -was broken: to bits; the war in that 
area was extended perhaps for years; and the door was opened to the conquest 
of British Malaya and Singapore. This disaster may prové to have sealed the fate 
of The Netherlands East Indies, the Philippines, Australia, New —“— Burma, 
China and British India. 

Surprisingly small are the land forces with which Japan has undertaken at one 
blow to drive the Americans, British and Dutch out ofthe Orient.

NE of the most extraordinary illusions

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21. 
VY LOW LITVINOFF, wife of 
Maxim Litvinoff, new ‘Soviet 
Ambassador Plenipotentiary to 
the United States of America and 
Deputy. Foreign Commissar of the 
U. S&S. R. R., is no beauty. Away 
from the mirrored and gilded 
grandeur that is the Soviet Embas- 
sy here in Washington you might 


mistake her for the spouse of the 


corner butcher, She cares nothing 
for style. Her white hair she pulls 
plainly back into a firm uncom, 
promising knot. “She wears no 
makeup. Plain, almost in a de- 
fiant way, she has carried a note 
of almost Spartan simplicity into 
the Litvinoff living quarters on 
the third floor of the Embassy 
and extended this simplicity even 
farther with the suggestion that 
the usual diplomatic “Mme.” before 
her name be dropped in favor of 
the more bourgeois “Mrs.” 

This “plain Jane” act is no pose 
with the wife of the Soviet Am- 
bassador who outranks any diplo- 
mat here except the British Am- 
bassador Lord Halifax. She sim- 
ply has no appetite for frills — 
sartorially or conversationally. Her 
thinking is straightforward — and 
so is her talking. In social Wash- 
ington she is almost a curiosity. 

Before setting out for this inter- 
view with Mrs.:Litvinoff I had 
been warned that she might prove 
“difficult,” that she had not been 
pleased with the publicity given 
her since her arrival with her hus- 
band in Washington just 10 weeks 
‘ago, that she was distinctly unco- 
operative and at times actually bel- 
ligerent to the press. 

The surprise was very pleasant. 
Mrs. Litvinoff, it seems, was 
merely tired of being asked the 
same old questions, bored with 
descriptions of herself “in the 


-blue and white printed cotton she 


got in Singapore” and distinctly 
disappointed over a few deliber- 
ate misrepresentations. 

“The first question in every in- 
terview has inevitably been ‘Do 
the’ Russian women wear silk 
stockings’?” she explained. “The 
answer to that is ‘Yes, if they can 
get them.’ Then the second ques- 
tion has been, ‘What is a typical 
Soviet woman like?’ The answer 
to that is, ‘I don’t know.’ How 
can you say what a typical Sov- 
jet woman is like? How can you 
pick a representative type from 
the thousands of Russian women 
spread over one-sixth of the 
world?” . 

Sincere in her belief that she

There he soon 
found himself making patterns for 
cars for Henry Ford. Among them 
was the famed “999”, one;of the 
first motor vehicles to attain a 
speed of 60 miles an hour. 

A powerful physique, a capacity 
to work unceasingly at high speed 
and thorough comprehension of 
plant problems are Sorensen char- 
acteristics. He is' of a little more 
than average height, with broad 
snoulders, steel blue eyes and 
graying light hair that he combs 
straight back. He likes to talk 


about engines, particularly several 


new ones he has well beyond the 
experimental stage which he is 
convinced will go into military air- 
craft. . 

If Henry Ford looks over a new. 
airplane or a new motor, Sorensen 
usually is at his chief's side, con- 
sidering the profluction problems 
involved. Sorensen, it has been 
said, has an amazing faculty for 
putting into practice ideas that 
develop in Henry Ford’s mind.
